The neeting of the Citizens Association on Monday 
July 1 was again prevented trdb. taking action on the 
various matters which were presented because of the 
absence of a quorum* As a result^ the meeting was 
adjourned at 9i45 after the various coomlttee re¬ 
ports were sulmitted and brief discussions were held 
pertaining to the issues before the mflBd>ers* 

The Town A±alnistration Conmittee reported that 
the Ibwn Council had delayed action on a revised tax 
ordinance until a thorough study of the town budget 
had been made* 

The RefUgee-Orphan Vacation Coomlttee announced 
that a representative from the National Refugee Ser¬ 
vice of New York City had net with the cooinittee and 
plans had been formulated for the vacation* It was 
announced that a too weeks' vacation was being ar¬ 
ranged for the last mek in juOy and the first week 
in SeptenbeTj and that 15 or more children would be 
available* The Conmittee urged all those who had 
not yet submitted their names and who dssired to 
participate, to coonsunicate with a member of the con- 
mittee inmediately, as no selection of the families 
had yet been made* As was reported by the conmittee, 
case histories for the children would be sent in ad¬ 
vance so that the children would be sent to those 
homes in which they would be best suited* The 
committee further announced that the children would 
be given thorou^ physical examinations before being 
sent doen, and would be able to speak English fairly 
well* 

The Transportation Conmittee reported that word 
had been received A!*om a loan agency that the pro¬ 
posed cooperative through-bus system was considered 
feasible, and that sufficient finds to put the plan 
in operation in the very near future may be made a- 
vailable shortly* The chairman of the committee 
stated that a meeting would probably be held on the 
15th of July at which definite plans for putting the 
plan into operation would be made* 

A resolution was introduced to the effect that 
any resolutiofis concerning national or international 
issues to be presented to the Citizens Association 
mmm^ bw t>o ttm Exeoutivw CoiMlttee 

At least.15 daya in advance of the meetiiigs at whioh 
they are to be Introduced* The resolution will be 
voted iqxm at the next regular meeting of the Asso- 
eiaUom* 

The neeting concluded with a brief discussion of 
a noticxi to change the section of the by-laws per¬ 
taining to a quorum necessary for the transaction of 
business so that the members present at any meeting 
would constitute a quorum, rather than any specified 
number* 

MSIIt Club In Mass Meeting 
Win Consider Daily Strike 

The Milk Buying Club whose combined bargaining 
power has enabled some 500 families to buy (h*ade A 
milk at 11 cents a qaart has encountered difficulties 
this week due to labor trouble at the Walnut Hill 
Dairy* 

Ih accepting the bid from Walnut Hill Dairy at 
the time the club was organized, the club was aware 
of the fket that the Walnut Hill drivers were not 
ambers of the union, but the committee for the buy^ 
ing club was assured by Mr* Bronson Rogers (owner of 
the dairy) that he had no objections to his men 
joining a union* 

When notice of the strike of Walnut Hill drivers 
for union hours and wages was served, the committee 
representing the club took imnediate steps towards 
settling this situatiun,and meetings and ccnferences 
have been held* 

Assisting in the negotiations between Mr* Rogers 
and the drivers and union officials were, besides 
the lailk eozmnittee. Dr* A. R* Marshall,Professor of 
Economics at Maryland TTniveraity, a conciliator fr<m 
the Department of Labor, Walter Volcldiausen and Sam¬ 
uel Lipkowltz* 

If an agreement with the dairy is not rea<^ed in 
time for presentation to the mass meeting July 5, 
the conmittee will have alternate plans ready for 
consideration* 

The conmittee feels that the continued existence 
of the club is of utmost ijqportance and, only by 
sticking together will the club be a bargaining 
force*

Local Citizens Will Sponsor 
Vacations for Refugees 

Although individuals and cemps have provided ref¬ 
ugee children with vacations prior to this time, 
the National Refugee Service, Inc* has announced 
that Qreenbelt is the first community as a whole to 
officially sponsor the project* 

Miss Mildi^d Stadholz, a representative from the 
National Refugee Service, visited Qreenbelt last 
week to discuss the detaile of ttm vacationr plan for 
refugee children* 

After a aight-eeeing tour of Qreenbelt,Miss StadW 
holz met with the Citizens Association committee to 
formulate the necessary arrangeuiente* The meeting 
was attsnded by Mrs* Robert Kincheloe, Mrs* Thomas 
McNamara, Mrs* Theodore Taylor, Mrs* Josei^ Bargas, 
and Mr* and Mrs* Abraham Chasanow* Miss Stadholz 
also conferred with Mayor George Warner after the 
meeting* 

The plan, as tentatively approved by the Citizens 
Association oomnittee and the National Refugee Seiv 
vlce, will provide a tm> weeks vacation for i^proxl^ 
mately 15 refugee children between the ages of 9 to 
12 late in JtOy and early in August* Agencies co¬ 
operating in the selection of the children axe the 
American Committee for Christian Refugees, the Cobh 
mittee for Catholic Refugees f^om Germany, and the 
National Refugee Sei*vlce,Inc*, all of New Yozk City* 

Mies Stadholz announced that all children will re¬ 
ceive modical examinations before leaving New York* 
Upon arrival, in Qreenbelt they would again be ex¬ 
amined by the local phyeicians and tuimed over to 
their foster parents for the two weeks' stay* The 
refugees will be chaperoned to and from Qreenbelt by 
representatives of the National Refugee Service* 
Attempts are being made by the Refugee-Orphan Vac^ 
tion Committee to arrange with transportation coov- 
panies speplal rates for the trip to and fromlAw 
York* 

The children who are being sent here cane from 
practically every country in Europe, and have ok>- 
talned a fairly good knowledge of the English lax>- 

guage either through instruction in their native 
countries, or during their stays in England and thia 
country* It is expected that their vacation in 
Qreenbelt will provide meet of the children with 
their first real glimpse of democracy in action* It 
will also afford them an opportunity to enjoy the 
atmosphexTS of a modem Amei*ican planned community 
and to see the sights of the Nation's Capital*

There are undoubtedly countless mothers in cobv- 
munities all over the country who are regretfully 
totaling budgets and deciding sadly that Sue and 
Junior CBovnot go to onp this year* 

Do not think you are depriving your child of hapjy 
suBiner if you cannot send him to camp. It is true that 
change of environment is greatly to be desired, but 
you can have camp right in your own backyard] 

Any mother with intelligence and ingenuity can or¬ 
ganize a sumner backyard can^ with her neighbors and 
she will be solving the problem of what to do with 
footloose children who will get into mischief during 
the suBiner* 

The first thing to do is to enlist the aid of a 
group of mothers with boys and girls about the same 
age level. Plan to have various types of activities 
in backyards of neighboring homes* The most impoitr- 
ant thing to bear in mind is that play must be along 
natural lines* Children, like all humans, have de¬ 
finite urges and drives which need expression and if 
denied, result in sialadjustaents* Guide these urges 
into the right channels* 

The "right channels" include play and activity 
that will take care of the dramatic urge which, if 
denied, results in lying; muscular activity, the un¬ 
directed outlet of which is rough-housing and dee- 
truction; rhythm, which, if undirected, leaxls to 
annoying dnmirlng on the table, tapping feet and, in 
its worst aspect. Jitterbug hysteria* 

Also important to encourage is mirth, the bad 
side of which is ridicule* The absence of honest, 
hearty fun in a child induces laughter at another's 
expense, sadian* True mirth is good for the diges¬ 
tion, and is the greatest stabilizer for the person¬ 
ally* 

Assuming the mothers have gotten the children to¬ 
gether and are ready for the backyard camp, the easi¬ 
est and most delightful project on which to start is 
dramatics* 

It can be an open-air theatre, with scenery made 
of builder's lathes which can be purchased reasonsbly 
at a lumber yard, nailed together and covered with 
ordinary manila wrapping paper. Paint it with cheap 
calcimine mixed with dry colora^ also purchased cheap¬ 
ly* The children may write their own plays or moth¬ 
ers may help them dramatize old favorites* 

The urge for rhythm can be taken care of by a pro¬ 
ject in making musical instruments and uaix^ them in 
connection with the drama project* 

Dances also can be dramatized and every phase of 
stage and scenic design brought into the drama pro¬ 
ject* 

Most important in the backyard camp venture is to 
have the group organized as a club with a new leader 
elected each week* Some civic function, sudi as a 
oeoBiittee for keeping play cellars clean, etc*, should 
also be organized*

Last we^'s hints about the disadvantages of sun 
bathing which goes beyond ths body's endurance, sedm 
not to have been suffieient* A few more viotlms of 
King Sol point out the necessity of further enli|^^ 
enment on the subjects of sonbum and suxB-tan* 

Suiwtans are usually very attractive, but the 
oultists who carry sun worship to the point of loxig 
hours of exposure to sunlight without adequate pre¬ 
paration for such ordeals, are courting pain axid 
illness* 

Just how valuable is sunlight to the health of an 
adult? Scienoe answers that for the adult sunshine 
does xio more than act as a general tonic* Growing 
children do absorb Vitamin D troa. suxilight by skin 
action, but ths necessary amount of this vitamin can 
be dex*ived from a well-balanced diet* The main ben¬ 
efit from, sunlight probably comes from the outdoor 
activities that aooompaxiylhe acquirement of sun-tan*

If you went that attractive sun-tan or oxily to 
protect yourself from suxibum during xiomal outdoor 
activities, start gradually exposixig yourself to the 
sun's rays for fifteen to thirty minutes a day until

AND A SOND WAS BORN 
By Anne Arundel 

Ih 1845 lira* Rebecca Lloyd Shlppen of Annapolis 
was idly exploring the pigeonholes of a f«aily desk 
which she had inherited* She tiuned the pages of an 
old yellow letter and there was the first draft of 
the "Star Spangled Banner", tucked away by Francis 
Scott Key's sister-in-law in 1814 and forgotten* 
Imagine the thrill of discorery* Today this doc\>- 
ment is in the Walters Art Gallery in Baltimore* 
The heirs of the poet resisted the temptation of 
thousands of dollars, (J* Pierpont Morgan offered 
$25,000 for it) in order to Insure that such an iji^ 
portant paper remain in Maiyland--a striking in¬ 
stance of unselfishness and recognition that such 
historical momentosi should be available to the 
people and not locked away in a private collection* 
Flrancis Scott Key was not an Annapolitan, al¬ 
though he had mary associations with the town. His 
father, Robert Key, was the architect who completed 
"Bladen's Folly" which is the present McDowell Hall 
of St* John's College in Annapolis* Doubtless ther^ 
is no more famous name on the roll of alumni of this 
institution than that of his son who was graduated 
1796* During hie student days he lived in the 
old Scott Mansion still standing on Shipwright Street 
today and inhabited by the Catholic Sisterhood of 
Notre Dame* 

The Scott mansion was built by the famous archi¬ 
tect, William Buckland, for Dr* Upton Scott who re¬ 
signed ftrom the fhglish Army In order to accompany 
his friend. Governor Sharpe, to the Colony in 1752* 
It is the least distinguished house among the colo¬ 
nial dwellings still in existence* Unlike all other 
examples it had no wings but flaunted two chimneys
